The new contract increases pick- 
up service ratges 50 cents a month 
for residences, $1.30 for commer- 
‘cial cans and $5 for containers but 
, Complaints haven't beer so much 

about the rate increases as about 

services. 
“The main complaint I've had,” 

Mayor Don Tanner said, “is that 


Jaying. around the..can 


they (the garbage men) spill 
garbage around the cans and then 
don't pick it up.” 

Cunningham said he has instruct- 
ed his men, "and I believe they're 
doing it", to pick up garbage they 
Spill but not what was already

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Court Change: 
problems but 
few answers 


When the Palm Beach County 
Courts take over cases formerly 
handled by the municipal courts of 
Belle Glade, South Bay and Pa- 
hokee, the transition may not have 
been as smooth as forecasted, 

Still unanswered is a question on 
how warrants for arrest will be 
issued. That question was posed 
weeks ago by Belle Glade Deputy 
Police Chief Bill Mathis and while 
Clerk of the Circuit Court John 
Dunkle and Palm Beach County 
State Attorney David Bludworth 
said there will be little problem, no 
one is yet sure how it will be 
handled. 

Neither is anyone sure where 
prisoners from the three cities in 
the western part of the county will 
be received. 

Neither have any of the uniform 
booking forms, cash bond receipts 
and other forms been received by 
the local law enforcement units 
and at least one source said no one 
seems to be aware of where the 
forms are, or if they've been 
printed yet. Some of the forms are 
supposed to be supplied by the 
Sheriff's Office, some by the court 
clerk's office and some by the state 
attorney's office according to one 
source. 

While the actual change-over 
was set by state statute to take 
place Jan. 3, a court order by 
Thomas Sholtz, chief judge of the 
15th Judicial Circuit, mandates 
that all police agencies make the 
changepover at midnight, Dec, 15. 

That is two-wecks away and not 
only are a number of questions still 
unanswered, Pahokee dispatcher 
Gayle Dixon said she doesn't 
believe a lot of questions have been 
been asked. 

"I don't think anyone really 
knows what's going to happen", 
Mrs. Dixon said. "I think we're 
waiting on someone to wave a 
magic wand and make everything 
happen". 

In the Gfades, the biggest 
question that has been asked 


concerns arrest warrants. While 
Dunkle and Bludworth have as- 
sured local police chiefs there will 
be no problem, no one has 
yet explained how they can be 
received with any speed. 

The court ordered signed b; 
Sholtz sets a procedure by which 
the arresting officer will contact 
the assistant state attorney on 
duty. The assistant state attorney 
will then contact the judge on duty 
and the duty judge will then de- 
termine whether there is probably 
cause to issue the warrant. 

So far, so good, but the next 
stop are what have been leaving 
question marks furrowed in the 
faces of local officers. 

If the judge dtermines there is 
probable cause, he'll order the 
clerk's office to issue the warrant 
after receipt of a sworn complaint. 
That complaint is in the form of an 
affidavit. 

The problem comes in how the 
affidavit iz to be delivered to the 
clerk's office during off-duty hours 
since Dunkle is refusing to appoint 
a deputy clerk in the Glades area. 

Either the officer must drive to 
West Palm Beach to deliver the 
complaint and pick up the warrant 
or other arrangements will have to 
be made, according to local law 
enforcement officers. 

An example of how that could 
harm the public is in the event of a 
domestic disturbance, when a 
husband is beating his wife. If an 
officer hasn't actually seen the 
offense, there is no way he can 
arrest. the. -husbands without a 
warrant, local officers said. 
There is the real possibility, 
they said, that in such a case, the 
husband, enraged over the wife 
calling the police, could beat her 
further, or even kill her, before the 
warrant is delivered. 

The Glades municipalities are 
also unique in that they are the 
only ones out of 37 in the county 
which have no designated receiv- 
ing facilities for prisoners.

With Washington at Passaiq, 
Nov. 26, 1776--With the British at 
his heels, Gen'l. Washington is 
reduced to playing a deadly game 
of cat and mouse with his own chief 
lieutenant, the gaunt eccent ic 
Maj. Gen'l Charles Lee. 

As the British drive toward our 
Philadelphia capital and the col 
lapse of the Revolution is im- 
minent, Gen. Washington has 
written once again requesting Lee 
to come to the aid of the country 
with the 7,000 troops under his 
charge. 

Turk and I have been informed 
by a reliable source close to Gen'l 
Washington of the critical situation 
and of Lee's reluctance to support 
the commander in chief. 

Six days ago, following the 
evacuation of Ft. Lee, Washington 
requested Gen'l Lee to move from 
New Castle to New Jersey with 
dispatch. The arrogant Lee, know- 
ing he was and is the choice of 
many in Congress to command the 
entire army, wrote back a debate 
with Washington presenting the 
merits of retaining his position 
guarding the approach to New 
England.

Now the place 
called Ponce Inlet has incorporated 
and has a police chief, Mayor and 
other accessories and you can't 
find a place alone with your girl 
anymore. 

High-rise condominiums along 
what used to be palmetto or 
one-story motels now block off the 
sun áfter 2 p.m. in the afternoon 
along the beach and the area 
around the Ormond Beach- 


Daytoria City line looks more like... 


Miami Beach than the Daytona I 
knew in 1966. 

On the west coast, the retirees 
are locating like pigeons on the 
Dade County courthouse roof. Port 
Charlotte didn't exist in 1940 --- 
today it has an unincorporated 
area estimated from 20,000 to 
35,000 péople and 7$ still hitting 
some 10 housing starts weekly in 
the slump. 

Just north across the county line 
in Sarasota County is North Port 
(Charlotte) which just wasn't there 
in 1950. Today it has about 3,500 
people and expects to be the size of 
Port Charlotte in Charlotte County 
by 1995.

has gone from some 220,000 in 1970 
to 280,000 today, with more than 
half a million people expected to 
call<Polk--home by 1990. This 
country reflects the urban line be- 
ing created by I4 from Tampa 
northeast to Daytona. 

Although Belle Glade, Pahokee, 
Clewiston, South Bay is surround- 
ed by booming, we may escape the 
inevítable in this century, but the 
thinking is that we won't escape 
without some glut of the. south- 
ward American move hitting us. 

The only area in Florida that will 
escape completely this century is 
the panhandle and north-central 
Florida. What keeps us here from 
worrying is the Everglades muck 
and the fact that — if man paves 
south central Florida, he paves 
access to his water Supply. 

But rest assured that even 
though development can not at this 
time or in-the near future move 
laterally here, it can move ver- 
tically. Don't be surprised if you 
see developers buying up in-city 
acreage with the idea of medium 
height high-rises with concrete 
braces. 

Of course, no one can really 
predict the future, but it doesn't 
take to much wit to figure out with 
the booming of the population 
canons all around us, we've got to 
Ret hit by some of the flak.
